Blunden shares with the writer of this the 
honour to own as his nursing mother a 
school, with a t classic tradition, and 
made glorious the names of Coleridge 
and Lamb. Indeed, the mantle of Elia, 
worn, perhaps, a little obliquely, may be 
said to have fallen upon his shoulders. 
In the far-off pre-diluvian days, when, 
schoolboys both, it fell to the lot of this 
pen to review Mr. Blunden’s first slim 
volume, there were two ma3ters responsible 
for our guidance in classic lore. To the 
one, had he suggested this parallel, he 
would have been complimented for an 
imaginative digression and set right; ihe 
other would have sniffed the false scholar- 
ship coldly out of existence. The phrase 
of Horace in our language would convey 
more nearly the idea of the tides of 
eternity, like the Atlantic breakers at 
Lahinch, steadily eroding the ‘‘ banks and 
shoals of time”; while the phrase of 
Keats would more nearly apply to ardent 
golfers upon the links of Lahinch, who, 
iorgetiul alike of sea beauty and land 
delight, pursue with urgert eye a small 
white ball, and mutter fretfully at the 
troublous foursome who have preoccupied 
the green. So far from being plagiary, it 
is not even translation; as well to say 
that, when Keats in the same Ode cries 
** Darkling I listen,’’ some echo of Virgil’s 
“obscurt tbant’’ is ringing in his ears. 


THE MECHANIC AS LOVER. 


In those days, too, Mr. Blunden would 
not have forgotten, even for a moment, 
that words are living things; that they 
pass through the womb of the mind and 
carry something from their progenitor, 
winning also, as do all living things, a 
peculiar character from the company 
which they keep. As each man chooses, 
the epea pteroentg of Homer may lean 
to the notion of speed, directness or 
distance; if Mr. Fletcher speaks of 
“shadowy waters,’ you may be certain 
that the corpus delictum is among the 
rushes; but if the phrase falls from Mr. 
W. B. Yeats, you are on your way to 
Mananaan, or Tir na n-óg. In this matter 
of plagiarism, also, it is to be remembered 
that many thoughts are in the common 
stock, If in a poem ten stanzas long nine 
were dross and one were gold, and that 
ene word for word what Mr. Blunden had 
somewhere, sometime written, then a case 
of plagiary might be made; but, if it 
varied ever so little, and if the idea in it 
were not drawn from too rare a well, it 
might be let go as a draught from the 
common fountain of human feeling. 

When a lover likens his sweetheart to 
a flower, her eves to stars, and the ways of 
her feet to those of the silver-footed moon, 
who dares tell him that he is plagiarising 
the first of lovers, that his language 1s 
not his own, Such an accusation would 
more readily hold water if, instead of his 
™ baby blossom’’ he called her his baby 
Austin, and likened the sound of her 
voice to that of the running of a six- 
cylinder internal combustion engine; for 
those similes have a base, mechanic tang ; 
the ring of the workshop is about them, 
anguring ill, 


GOSSIP IN PRINT. 


With these few we may pass from Mr. 
Blunden’s lapse. There is no quarrel 
with M. Enderle’s life of Keats, we are 
rather concerned with the glut of 
biographies that are upon the market, and 
the singular absence of appreciations of 
the work of artists, It may be that every- 
one thinks that all that can be said about 
the productions of the early nineteenth 
century has been said. Really, it seems 
that one has been floaiing these many 
summers in a sea of lives, while the poetry 
of the poets stands forlorn upon a receding 
shore. The lives remain; the letters 
““change and pass.” It is certain that in 
the life of everyone there are moments 
or incidents consummately constructive or 
cataclysmic, and these may properly be 
regarded by the biographer, and are 
necessary pointers to the scholar. Knives, 
spoons, inkpots and armchairs are not 
among these significant things; nor are 
quarrels with the butcher or gossip with a 
publican. 

When a murderer has shot a man with 
a revolver, that particular weapon has 10 
especial significance; any other would 
have done as well; even if the crime was 
committed because the bacon was cold, 
still it is not the cold bacon that really 
means anything. It is something else, 
something more and wider. If a writer 
takes opium, it is of small concern to 
know how often or how much. It ig of 
great concern to know why. The vice of 
modern critics is to lose the wood in the 
trees, or, rather, in the twigs. They 
measure a man’s hat and miss his mind; 
they gaze upon the shutters of his cottage, 
and pass by the windows of his soul; they 
open his cupboards for a skeleton, and 
Jeave shut the books where his spirit is. 
The business of a biographer is one of 
ruthless selection; if he fails in that, he 
is merely a gossip in print. 


WHAT KILLED KEATS? 


Properly the biography of Keats needs 
but to record four spiritual adventures 
and a dominant shadow, the last that 
alien calamity of consumption, which, in 
spite of the youthful “ robustiousness “ 
and pugnacity, upon which Sir Sidney 
Colvin dwells with a delight which betrays 
his own reluctance to face the truth, was 
with him from the beginning. By. that, 
as Byron hinted, and Mr. Chesterton 
contends, and not by an article, was the 
“fiery particle ’’ of his mind snuffed out.

From beginning to end in Keats, at first, 
perhaps, in the unconscious teaching of 
his blood, but soon in full awareness, the 
keynote to his music, the clue to his ideas 
is the notion of impending death: He 
“dwells with beauty .... beauty that 
must die” for him, and that at no far- 
distant date. 


THE, FOUR ADVENTURES. 


That is I for him, more than íor any 
cther English poet, the visible world of 
loveliness is so rich and close ; more even 
for him, than for Spenser, the discovery 
of whom was one of his four spiritual 
adventures, and whose place as the poet’s 

t he has ste The ‘‘ gentle 
penser ’’ had plenty of time; he could 
afford to loiter by beauty’s stream; Keats 
had no time, and flung himself bodily 
into its waters. They say that,, when a 
man passes from the condemned cel] to the 
scaffold, he notices every trivial detail: 
the lines upon a face, the stain upon a 
tie, a hair misplaced, the sudden twitching 
of a watcher’s throat. Just so, Keats 
gathers up every scrap—‘ the bird stirred 
in little journies,’’ “the owl, for all his 
feathers, cold,” ‘‘the roundelay of death 
among the bushes and the leaves’’—and 
weaves their shape in an instant upon the 
rele of eternity. No poet ever 
collected so many authentic autographs of 
things. All the while the years are 
hurrying on, they and “their murdered 
man.’ 

To the Homeric adventure of Hellas 
Keats came by the unusual route cf 
Lempriére and Chapman. He himself 
has spoken of the latter ; of the former no 
biographer need waste the time to tell ; 
it is abundantly evident in his work. 
There is nothing in Keats of the truly 


scholars elect to call Greek. He knows 
nothing of the: meticulous form, the 
austere lines of the dramatists. The 
philosophical specuiations have left no 
seed in the soil of his mind. He was too 
eager for the world in which he lived to 
be looking for flimsy ladders reaching 
from Bethel to Nephelecoccygia. His is 
the Romantic Hellas, and, pre-eminently, 
the Hellas of Odysseus. One is tempted, 
sometimes, to wonder what was the 
attitude of Athens to the Iliad and the 
Odyssey, respectively. The former, one 
suspects, after Peisistratos had had his 
way, was the canon book; while the latter, 
eyed, rather, as some of us eye the Song of 
Solomon or Ecclesiastes, found a readier 
audience round the ingle-nook on a 
winter’s night of rain. 

At any rate, with that old man olf 
many wiles. Keats sailed the perilous seas 
and touched faery lands forlorn. It is, 
perhaps, permissible to speculate, where 
so much has been speculated, what would 
have happened to Keats's genius had he 
come to Greek life by the orthodox route. 
Jt might have supplied him with just that 
discipline and sense of form lacking 
which he just falls short of being the 
greatest lyric poet of all time. Had 
Shelley known a little, on the other hand, 
of Hellenic romance, there would have 
beén more humanity in his schemes fer 
the benefit of man. As it is, the common 
man would easily be rid of Shelley’s 
ethereal lyre for the tunes that have the 
blood of life in them; for that world of 
shapes, so near and dear to the common 
heart created in the warm Cockney heart 
of Keats. 

It is interesting to observe that when 
Keats, in his spiritual Aeneid, reached the 
shores of Italy, a dramatic flavour began 
to creep about his phrases. There is a 
bite in them which some relate to the 
epigrammatic influence of the eighteenth 
century. That is incredible; such a 
phrase as describes the brothers in the 
Pot of Basil as men who ‘*‘ cut mercy with 
a sharp knife to the bone” has, rather, 


of a sense of action was inevitable when 
he found himself in the atmosphere of 
Florence or of Rome, where every street 
it strange and storied, where the chambers 
are haunted with subtle loveliness of 
silken women, of gem and statuary, of 
weft brocade, where there is a sudden 
stealth of dagger and ghosts of loves and 
wraiths that leave the soul amazed. In 
the dramatic tales one observes, too. a 
common failing of the Romantics: a some- 
thing which is between an absence of 
taste and an absence of a sense of humour. 
One remembers readily from Keats Sir 
Calidore’s egregious hand-squeezing, and 
that amazing ‘‘Why are they proud; in 
the name of Glory, why are they proud 7” 
in the Pot of Basil. 


The fourth, and the most tragic, adven- 
ture in the spiritual life of Keats was his 
love for Fanny Brawne. Not but what, in 
Spite of the head-shakings of his friends, 
the union might not have proved success- 
ful. Indeed, many such apparently in- 
congruous matches have resulted in a 
domestic felicity unknown to marriages 
entered upon with apparently the most 
auspicious omens. It is necessary to 
remember that purely physical reasons 
made that wedding impossible. That is 


passionate note that rings through the 
music of the ode to the Grecian Urn: 
“ For ever wilt thou love and she be fair.” 
With what an agonised sharpness of 
reality must he not have sung :— 
‘Ah happy, happy boughs! that cannot shed 
Your leaves, nor ever bid the spring adieu ; 
And happy melodist, unwearied, 
For ever piping songs for ever new,”

Sir Charles Monro s Appointment. 


General Sir Charles Monro has had very 
close associations with Ireland in the 
course of his career, and his many Irish 
friends will be pleased to hear of his 
appointment as Chairman of the Council 

of the Soldiers’, 
Sailors’ and Air- 
wen’s Families’ 
Association, in which 
he succeeds the late 
Lieu tenant-General 
the Hon. Sir 
Frederick Stopford. 
General Monro, 
who entered the 
Army exactly fifty 
/years ago, held high 
commands during the 
European War, and 
& will be principally 
Sir C. Monro. remembered in the 
histories of that con- 
flict because of his wonderfully successful 
evacuation of the Gallipoli Peninsula, at 
the end of 1915. 

In Ireland he is well remembered 
because of his former command of the 
troops in the Dublin area for some years 
previous to the European War. It will 
also be recalled that he married, in 4912, 
the Hon, Mary O’Hagan, the younger 
daughter of the first Barcn O’ Hagan, one 
time Lord Chancellor of Ireland. 


Fluctuating Vocabularies.

I came across 
two early words thé other day which I 
could wish for their expressiveness could 
be ooo a ig into common parlance; 
“sokingly.” to express slow, steady 
action, arid ‘‘ chinchery,’’ for meanness, 
with the concomitant ‘‘chinch” for a 
mean person. English writers as a bunch 
are losing word sénse; there is hardly a 
writer in Ireland whose sense of words is 
not fine. The last strongholds of the 
“ Anglistic ” tongues appear to be the 
Irish Free State and the U.S.A.

Bird Protection. 


A correspondent writes:—Let us hope 
that the new Bird Protection Bill, which 
it is proposed to introduce in the Dail, 
will meet with a better reception than on 
a previous occasion, Irish singing birds, 
and, indeed, wild birds in general, have 
greatly decreased in numbers during the 
past few years. The law in England 
against the trapping of goldfinches, 
chaffinches and linnets is administered in 
stringent fashion, the result being that 
bird-trappers and their agents come to the 
Free State, where they are at liberty to 
ply their trade with impunity. It is 
painful to think of what happens to some 
of these trapped birds. Only a few days 
ago a man was fined in a London Police 
Court for having four blind singing birds 
in his possession. It was strongly 
suspected that these birds had been 
blinded by a red-hot needle thrust into 
the side of the eye, so as to leave no visible 
mark of injury. The reason for this 
shocking cruelty is that blinded birds will 
sing at night, and they will also sit 
quietly in their cages and sing for long 

eriods in daylight, because they are not 
fable to be distracted by outside events. 
Such is the horror that lies in wait for 
some of our Irish songsters. If the Civic 
Guards, who have been justly praised for 
their protection of animals, were 
empowered to deal effectively with bird- 
trappers, and especially those who enlist 
country boys for the purpose, they might 
be able to put an end to this miserable 
traffic. 


For Valour. 


If you should chance to meet a Civic 
Guard who is wearing on the left breast of 
his tunic a ribbon composed of the Free 
State colours, you will know that he has 
earned the only honour which it is in the 
power of the Irish Free State to award. 
It is the Scott medal for valour. 

The Scott ld medal is provided 
annually out ol the interest on a 1,000 
dollar gold bond that was presented to 
the Garda Siochana in. 1923 by Colonel 
Walter Scott, the Honorary Police Com- 
missioner to the New York Police. In 
1925 he added further funds to cover the 
cost of a silver and a bronze medal in each 
year. s 

Three medals are awarded every year 
to the three members of the Garda 
Siochana whose individual acts of bravery 
are considered by the Commissioner to be 
outstanding. The first gold medal was 
awarded in 1923 to Garda James Mulroy. 

The medal was designed by Mr. T. E. 
Maxwell. - It is suspended from a bar by 
the tri-colour ribbon of the Irish Free 
State colours. It takes the form of a 
Celtic cross, the top and bottom panels of 
which bear the inscription, '“ Walter 
Scott Medal, For Valour.” On the left 


panel is an American Eagle, and the 
right an Irish harp and sunburst. fan

No Swearing. 


Recent severe comments by a city 
magistrate on the fact that so much swear- 
ing and general bad language were to be 
heard in our streets, reminded me that in 
Italy a similar tendency, on the part of 
some Italians, at least, was causing mani- 
fest anxiety to the civic conscience. In 
the trams we were confronted with notices 
which bore in large type the moving 
appeal ‘‘For the honour of Italy—no 
swearing.” Notices in Dublin trams 
adjure us more or less effectively not to 
spit in or on the car (the omission of a 
further preposition, ‘‘off,’’ has been 
found by some to be a regrettable over- 
sight). To the legend conjuring us not to 
spit might there not be added—when our 
trams are given back to us—an embargo 
on swearing? It would need, I imagine, 
to be phrased as dramatically and in- 
spiringly as its Italian counterpart; for 
the mere statement that such and such a 
practice is “forbidden ” seems singularly 
provocative to Irish idiosyncrasies ! 


Ireland’s Veteran Airman. 


Sir Horace “lunkett, the veteran Irish 
statesman and agriculturist, has in the 
course of his long life achieved fame in 
several directions, and now, at the age of 
75 years, his name has become prominent 
in the Press by his courage in 
ee a taking lessons’ in 
ug flying. 

Sir Horace is de- 
scribed in some of the 
official biographical 
reference books as an 
Englishman, but on 
the paternal side he 
is in the direct line 
of descent from the 
Barons Dunsany, 
being the third son of 
the sixteenth Baron. 

In early hie he was 

“ engaged for a dozen 

Sir H. Puunketr. years in cattle ranch- 

ing in Montana, 

where, in addition to gaining experience 

in cattle-breeding, which came in useful 

in his subsequent agricultural work, he 
amassed much wealth. 

He returned to Ireland about 1889, and, 
taking up political work. was returned 
member of Parliament for Dublin County 
in 1892, and retained the seat for eight 
years. 


His Agricultural Work. 


For many years he devoted himself 
closely to the furtherance of agriculture 
in Ireland, and from 1899 to 1907 was 
Vice-President of the Department of 
Agriculture and Technical Instruction for 
Ireland. In 1894 he founded the Irish 
Agricultural Organisaticn Society, and he 
was also a prominent member of the Recess 
Committee. 

In 1917 Sir Horace was appointed 
Chairman of the Irish Convertion, and two 
years later he set up the Horace Plunkett 
Foundation. He has fcund time to do 
much literary work, and his published

“BACK TO METHUSELAH.” 


——&—: 


COLOURFUL SETTINGS 
AND COSTUMES. 


From Our Specrat RepreseNTATIVE. 
MALVERN, Wednesday. 

The first and second parts of “ Back to 
Metluselah’’ were staged here yesterday 
evening in continuance of the Shaw 
festival. The theatre was well filled with 
an audience that was obviously Shavian, 
and women predominated: Just as the 
cartain was about to rise Mr. Bernard 
Shaw himself slipped quietly and almost 
unnoticed to his seat in the circle. 

As it js probable that this very lon 
play will be staged in Dublin by some o 
the producing organisations in the imme- 
diate future, a little attention may be 
ma to the staging of the play here by 

. K. Ayliff and Pau' Shelving, of the 
Birmingham Repertory Theatre. Fron 
first to last the staging is a feast of vivid 
colour. Settings and costumes glow with 
a warmth that is very unusual in the 
modern theatre. The settings are, in the 
main, realistic, even to the smallest details. 
For part one, ‘‘In the Beginning,’ the 
setting represents the Garden of Eden and 
an oasis in Mesopotamia, and in each case 
absolute realism is the keynote of the 
staging. The Garden of Eden setting 
shows an enornious serpent coiled about a 
tree in the background, and in the fore- 
ground are rocky p!aces, upon one of which 
the head of the serpent (Miss Edith 
Evans) rests. The Mesopotamia scene 
shows a cultivated field, in which the aged 
Adam (Mr. Harry Wilcoxon) is seen 
digging, and the equally aged Eve (Miss 
Daphne Heard) spinning at the wheel 
made by Tubal. Little attempt at 
symbolical representation is made in the 
settings, and only in the colouring is there 
something that realism has not hitherto 
made very much use of on the stage. The 
colouring of the serpent was of a shim- 
mering green, with touches of purple and 
gola, against a background of lighter 
green and blue, and the costume of Cain 
(Mr. Anthony Enstrel) was a brilliant 
orange, with black stripes and gold 
ornaments, against green, yellow and 
brown. These settings, by Paul Shelving, 
are in themselves worth a long journey 
to see, as they represent something unique 
in the modern English theatre. 


A BIG PLAY. 

This ‘‘ metabiologica! pentateuch,”’ as 
Shaw calls “‘ Back to Methuselah,”’ is en- 
tirely the biggest, if not the greatest, of 
contemporary plays. Here it will take 
three evenings to play, on two of which 
the curtain rises at six o'clock. Its five 
separate parts take the audience throuch 
all human history from the beginning to a 
time “ as far as thought can reach.” 

In part one the audience is shown the 
young Adam and Eve heing instructed by 
the serpent how they may conquer death. 
Death had come into the garden by the 
accidental killing of a faun, and the young 
couple experienced fear before they had a 
word to describe it. The serpent goes 
through what seems like a lesson in 
etymology, and in the end whispers to Eve 
how life may be made to triumph over 
death by continuous renewal Adam :s 
haunted by the fear of immortality, and 
vows to dic at the end of a thousand yeas: 
and both vow to love and be faithful to 
each other until death. Thus, as the 
serpent says, they introduce marriage. 

In the second scene Cain dominates his 
Parents boasting that while Adam is 
the first man, he is the first murdérér. 
He chides his father as being uspro- 
gressive, content to dig for his entire life : 
but he himself will kill and conques and 
live as man, the master of all Hving 
things. Adam and Cain are on the verze 
of striking each other, when Eve inter- 
venes with a long disquisition on the 
glory and danger of life. She sets forth 
the beginnings of art and music, of craits 
and industries, and prophesies the 
ultimate triumph of these wer the 
destructive instincts of Cain. When Cain 
departs, Adam is heard chantiag :'— 

“When Adam delved and Eve span, 

Who was then the gentleman?”’ 
as the curtain falls. 

In this part the acting was very unequal. 
Cain, in particular, seemed te be entirely 
out of character, blustering aad bellowing 
where lower tones would have been more 
convincing. The Adam and Fve were hard! e 
more than competent, and beth could 
have given a more vitalised performance. 
They were wooden in places where some 
vivacity might have relieved the long 
speeches 


PURE SATIRE. 

The setting for the second part, ‘‘ The 
Gospel of the Brothers Barnabas,” does 
not offer much scope to the scenic artist, 
but even the study of Franklyn Barnabas 
was made a colour-scheme in purple and 
grey. ‘This part is pure satire, in which 
two of the most prominent politicians of 
our time are mercilessly treated. The 
Lord Chamberlain would not allow Lubin 
(Mr. Clifford Marquand) and Joyce Burge 
(Mr. Manhew Boulton) to make up as 
their prototypes, but there was no mis- 
taking the personalities who are satirised. 
The whole part is a long discussion of 
political programmes and - personalities, 
emphasising the very remote connection 
of current politics with urgent problems. 
The play, in which Joyce Burge is con- 
verted to the slogan, “Back to 
Methuselah,”’ while Lubin holds the hand 
of Savoy Barnabut (Miss Eileen Beldon), 
is highly diverting. 

In this part the acting was uniformly 
fine. Franklyn and Conrad Barnabas, as 
portrayed by Messrs. Wallace Evennctt 
and Frank Moore, could not have been 
improved upon. But Conrad's make-up 
as Bernard Shaw was a little dis- 
concerting. It may be presumed that 
this is an attack upon the refusal to allow 
Lubin and Joyce Burge to be made-up to 
character. So indefinite is this part of 
the play that the audience was unaware 
that the end had come when the curtain 
fell, and they waited until attendants 
gave the word that the play was ended. 

As two separate short plays, these two 
parts of “Back to Methuselah” would 
each be satisfying. Part one is a gem, 
but part two is the more richly humorous. 

The attitude of the audience was almost 
as interesting as the play. Throughout 
the long speeches about politics, evolu- 
tion, the seven deadly sins, and the 
cardina! virtues, a theatre filled with a 
thousand devotees maintained the most 
absolute silence. This Shaw audience is 
a curious thing. It consists of women, 
for the most part—largely of American 
women—and it is an audience of well 
past middle-age. The youth of Savvy 
Barnabas was like a summer breeze in a 
museum of antiquities. Shaw is now the 
darling of the middle-aged, and, indeed. 
there is the suggestien that this festival 
marks his arrival and his end. If it be 
his swan song, the English drama, as yet, 
has seen no one to replace him.

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THE BANK RATE. 


TO TRE RDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sim,—I have followed with interest the 
in your columns relating to 


ea on behalí of the banks that 
advances secured by Government stock trans- 
ferred are granted at the same rate in Lreland 
as in England—namely, the published Bank 
of England rate, which at present is 5} per 
cent. per annum. My own personal business 
with an Irish bank, however, is evidence 

ainst the accuracy of this statement; tor 
I" have an overdraft with an Irish k 
secured by Government stock transferred, and 
by the surrender value of excellent life insur- 
ance policies with British offices, upon which 
Í am leing charged at present interest at the 
rate of 6 per cent. per annum. 

Furthermore, [ am being charged at present 
interest at the rate of 7 per cent. per annum 
on an overdraft secured by personal guaran- 
tees and house property many times the value 
of the amount borrowed. Recent inquiry 
satisfies me that I can obtain the accom- 
modation I require at appreciably lower rates 
rom an English bank, and I am seriously 
thinking of transferring my business to it. 

A fact brought to my notice a few years 
ago in this connection rather alarmed me. A 
certain business concern had reason to suspect 
that the amount it had heen charged bv its 
bankers for interest on an overdraft during a 
particular year was excessive and not accord- 
ing to agreed rate The firm’s auditors 
were employed to investigate the matter, with 
the result that they found the firm had been 
very greatly overcharged by the bank. ‘Tre 
hank’s attention having been drawn to this, 
the amount charged in excess was credited to 
the firm’s account. This is on a par with a 
firm charging a customer for goods tha! were 
not ordered or supplied, and any ordinary 
business firm guilty of such 4 practice would 
very soon have to put up its shutters. Very 
few borrowers from Irish joint stock barks 
bother to check the amount of interest 
charged, and I suggest that they be more 
particular generally in this regard, as per- 
sonally I have found that the decimal table 
by which intérest is calculated by the bank 
from day to day is distinctly in favour of the 
bank, if anything, rather than the borrower. 

In my opinion, of the many reforms of 
which this country stands in need none is 
more urgent than the reform of the banking 
system. The Government has seen fit to 
finance the elimination of superfluous, and 
therefore unnecessary, creamery plants 
because they were uneconomic and a source 
of undue competition, hesides being a form. of 
taxation and a burden on the agricultural 
industry which it was desirable to get rid of. 

Now. sir, I submit that a sitnilar un. 
economic condition of things exists in the 
banking business carried on in this country. 
In short, there are too many banks and too 
many branches. the upkeep of which is a 
burden upon the community the banks are 
serving. The banks themselves, I believe, 
know this perfectly well, and recognise that 
free competition between them might be 
disastrous from the point of view of their 
shareholders, and so they work in a ring 
which cannot be broken by any means in the 
power of the unfortunate citizens, who must 
simply grin and bear it.—Yours, etc.,

had the privilege of reading by invitation my 
vesed with tre appropriate title, ‘‘ Dearer 

loney iv Ireland,” before the Dublin Rotary 
Club. Its importance was recognised on all 
hands, the Dublin dailies devoted columns to 
fall reports, and, although it failed to lower 
the Irish bank rate, it succeeded in raising 
the Irish deposit rate to the level of the 
London rate—namely, by an additional halt 
per cent. on all sums over thus -enrich- 
ing all Irish bank depositors then and now. 

‘he Irish Banks’ Standing Committee then 
'ssued the following letter to the Press, 
signed by their Secretary at that time, Mr. 
Newman Thompson :— 

“ IRISH BANKS AND THEIR 
CUSTOMERS. 

‘Sir, Statements having been made from 
time to time at public meetings and in letters 
to the Press to the effect that the rates 
charged by the Irish banks for the accom- 
modation required by their customers com- 
pare unfavourably with the rates charged in 
Great Britain, the Irish Banks’ Standing 
Committee have directed me to put the fol- 
lowing facts before you: 

“The impression that the Irish banks 
charge their customers higher rates for 
advances than the rates charged in Great 
Britain is not justified by facts. Banking in 
Ireland is conducted on terms at least as 
advantageous to the banks’ customers as 
banking in either England or Scotland. It is 
quite possible that the false impression that 
exists arises from contrasting the ‘ Irish 
banks’ rate’ with the ‘ Bank of Engiand 
rate.’ While the Irish banks’ rate applied 
to a considerable portion of the accommoda- 
tion required by the customers of the Irish 
banks, the Bank of England rate applied 
only to the very ‘ finest’ paper, when pre- 
sented for discount to the Bunk of England 
by a customer who has been granted specified 
discount accommodation, after the most 
searching inquiry has been made as to his 
commercial standing. his paper is only 
accepted when it bears at least two addi- 
tional names of first-rate financial reputation 
in the City of London. This class of bill is 
seldom seen elsewhere than in London, and, 
if presented for discount to any of the Irish 
hanks, would be discounted at the Bank of 
England rate. The rates charged for all other 
advances by London and British provincial 
banks are always in excess of the Bank of 
England rate. Here it may be pointed out 
that loans on Government stocks transferred, 
granted by the Irish banks, are charged the 
current Bank cf England rate. 

“It is the general practice elsewhere for the 
accommodation required by a customer to be 
granted by way of loan rather than by way 
of overdraft, the loan tie taken in large 
amounts in anticipation of subsequent re- 
quirements, while, at the same time, a credit 
balance has to be maintained in the cus- 
tomer’s current account, against which no 
set-off for interest is allowed. The general 
practice of the Irish banks is to grant 
advances by way of overdraft, the customer 
thus having the advantage of paying interest 
only on the sum actually overdrawn at the 
close of business each day. Again, the cus- 
tomers of the Irish banks are exempt from 
various charges imposed in Great Britain. 
For instance, there is no fixed percentage 
charged on the total annual thrnover. 
Further, no commission is charged for the 
eollection ‘of English, Scotch and Irish 
cheques. 

“TI trust the information afforded in this 
letter will correct any false impression that 
may have resulted from public pronounce- 
ments and letters of a misleading character.

Sim,--l have decided to bring to your 
notice, for the general good, the following 
instance of the peculiar methods of the 
Customs and Excisé Department. 1 do sv, 
hot mainly on account of the personal in- 
convenience and annoyance which | have 
suffered, but in the hope of bringing about 
some improvement in a method which must 
be particularly hard on poor people, of what: 
ever degree, who may be recipients of worn 
clothing sent from over the water. 

Early im July last I returned to Ireland 
on a flying visit from abroad, and found that 
I had left behind a coat in the London hotel 
where 1 had been staying. I wrote for it, 
and, on the parcel being brought to the door, 
the local postman of the country town where 
Í was staying on my way to the South 
asked me to pay 3s. on the parcel. He 
brought no form, and I explained that, as 
it was a worn coat of my own, I did not 
see how 43s. could be due, but that, as |] 
was going to Dublin the next day, 1 would 
retain the parcel and show it to one of the 
main offices there and explain personally its 
contents. This I did, and was referred b 
a very civil postal official to Fowler Hall 
and told that my explanation should be 
sufficient, and that, even if the 3s. was 
required temporarily, it was sure to be 
refunded. Finding Fowler Hall too far off to 
reach that day, I wrote as spon as possible 
there, stating the facts, and explaining that 
I] had had the coat for three years, in 
various parts of the world, and that the 
local postal authorities (to whom, méantime, 

had reluctantly relinquished the parcel, 
under pressure from them) could open it and 
testify to the fact that the lining was out 
of one of the coat sleeves as a proof of its 
age. 1 waited in vain for a reply to this 
letter, and meantime was told at the local 
post office that my parcel had gone to 
Dublin—I supposed, for personal inspection. 
At last, on August 2nd, I sent a card to 

ress for information, and received the fol- 
owing answer :—‘*‘I am to inform -you that 
the parcel addressed to you at has 
been returned to the senders on 23rd July.” 

i had now been for three weeks without 
my coat, and, in reply to my letter of inquiry 
as to what explanation could be given of 
so drastic an action (taken without any 
notice whatsoever to me), I received a com- 
inunication from the Customs stating— 
(a) that the — had been “ refused” 
(which was false); (b) that “there was no 
evidence that the contents of the parcel was 
the personal property of the addressee.” 
(The italics are the Customs’.) Apparently I 
was supposed to be the recipient of worn 
clothing from a hotel manager. 

I desire particularly to point out that no 
form was ever sent me upon which to state 
the fact of personal session, age of gar- 
ment, circumstances of posting, etc., and that 
my clear statement as to these facts in my 
first letter were apparently totally  dis- 
regarded. The parcel was returned to a 
large London hotel, where it might easily 
be mislaid, without any communication what- 
soever to me. I only knew of its having 
been returned to London a fortnight Jater, 
and then only after urgent inquiry. Such 
action on the part of the authorities is 
surely unwarrantable interference with 
private property, and is caleulated to pre- 
judice visitors to our country. During a 
short ‘‘leave’’ from abroad 1 have been 
without a useful coat and cannot be sure of 
finding it again, and I am probably only 
one among a countless number of people who 
are suffering from this strange system of

GIRL KILLED IN MOTOR 
ACCIDENT. 


DRIVER CHARGED. 
(BEFORE MR. CONNER.) 
A case arising out of the fatal motor car 

accident in Grafton street last 
morning came before the Court, when David 
Miller (26), furniture dealer, 25 Victoria 
street, South Circular road, was charged 
with that he did feloniously kill and slay 
Mary Doran, aged 19, of 9 Great Ship street,

The left front 
door of the car was torn away from the 
hinges, and a quantity of blood was adhering 
to the woodwork of the door. @ saw a 
large pool of blood in the centre of the 
street. He afterwards went to the hospital, 
where he saw the body of the girl, and also 
saw Miller, who was lying on a couch and 
appeared to be in pain. On August 20 he 
saw the accused man in College street police 
station, and told him that he was going to 
refer a charge of manslaughter against him 
Milier did not say anything. Later, when 
the charge wis entered Miller made a state- 
met, in which he said that he was not 
driving dangerously or fast, as a couple of 
lugs were not working, but were “ spitting.’

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COMMUNICATING WITH 
PRISONERS. 


DISTRICT JUSTICE’S WARNING 

The Justice issued a warning regarding 
the conduct of some persons in attempting 
to communicate with prisoners in. the dock 
while cases were proceeding. In fature, he 
said, he should regard such acts as contempt 
of Court, and he should also consider it 
contempt of Court for anyone to stand in 
the passage at the back of the dock. He 
pointed out that at that moment three men 
were standing there, and he ordered them to 
be removed. He instructed the court officers 
that, if they detected an attempt to com- 
municate with prisoners, the person so 
suspected should be arrested and brought 
before him. 

Continuing, the Justice said that every 
attempt was being made to protect young 
girls arriving at railway stations, and quite 
recently the Court had discovered from proba- 
tion officers in the court that there were 
usually present in the courts a number of 
evily-disposed persons. Those persons in- 
variably endeavoured to communicate with 
female prisoners in the dock, and he (the 
Justice) had no doubt that the intent was 
an evil one. Therefore, the rule he had made 
would be strictly observed. 


MISSING CLOTHING.

A WOMAN REMANDED IN 
CUSTODY. 


Ellen O’Rourke, with several aliases, a 
young married woman, residing in Lower 
Gloucester street, was charged with the 
larceny of several articles of clothing from a 
house at 16 Russell street, on June 3 last. 
When arrested and cautioned, the accused 
woman made a statement admitting the 
larcenv of the articles; but said that she did 
so under threat from her husband, who had,

she said, a key of the room occupied by‘ 


clothes were stolen. To the charge she 
1eplied: ‘‘ That charge is right.” 

Mrs. Margaret Murphy stated in evidence 
that when she left her room she locked the 
door. When she came back the door was 
secure, but articles, including a skirt, a. blue 
jumper, a girl’s coat and hat, had been 
tuken. She had not recovered the clothes. 

At this stage it was mentioned that there 
were other charges of larceny against the 
accused woman, 

The second charge was that on July 23 the 
defendant stole from the warehouse of Miss 
Kathleen Ryan, South Anne street, one blue 
frock and other articles. In a voluntary 
statement after being charged the prisoner 
said that when walking along South Anne 
street she saw the door of Miss Ryan's 
premises open, and she went upstairs and 
into a room, from which she took two frocks 
and other articles of clothing. These she 
pawned for small sums under different names. 

Miss Kathleen Ryan deposed to meeting 
the defendant on the stairs of the hotse on 
July 23 last, and later she discovered the 
robbery. She identified the acensed woman. 

It was further intimated that other 
property would be involved, and the Justice 
remanded the prisoner in custody till Satar- 
day. 


‘INTIMIDATION CHARGE. 


a 
SEQUEL TO STRIKE OF 
TRAM MEN. 


The first case arising out of the Dublin 
tramway strike came up when four tram 
drivers and one conductor were charged with 
intimidating a “bus driver and also with con- 
spiracy and malicious damage. The defend- 
ants were Patrick Woods, driver; Patrick 
Moran, driver; James Withers, driver, and 
Patrick O’Connor, conductor. 

The case against Patrick Woods, 56 Lower 
Sandwith street, Dublin, was first proceeded 
with. He was charged with having, between 
9 and 10 p.m. on August 17, being one of 
a number of men assembled at Aston’s quay, 
when he, as alleged, intimidated Thomas 
Hynes, of 17 St. aa terrace, Dolphin’s 
Barn. a ‘bus driver in the employment of 
Patrick Brady, 13 Mount Temple road, 
by saying to him: “If you dont 
get off that route, you will have 
put up with the consequences.’ There 
were further charges of watching and be- 
setting and endeavouring to compel Mr. 
Brady, the owner, not. to run the 'bus between 
Clondalkin and Dublin, and also conspiracy 
and malicious Gamage to a ‘bus. 

Mr. Clarke, solicitor (Chief State Solicitor’s 
Office), prosecuted. Mr. W. G. Bradley, 
solicitor (Messrs. W. G. Bradley and Sons), 
defended. : 

Sergeant 16 B deposed te arresting the men, 
who did not make any statement. 

The witness went on to say that defendant 
was picked out at an identification parade by 
Thomas Hynes. 

‘BUS DRIVER’S EVIDENCE. 

Thomas Hynes, "bus driver, in the employ- 
ment of Mr. Brady, stated that he was now 
on the Clondalkin route. On August 17 he 
was at Aston’s quay between 9 and 10 p.m., 
and the defendant (Woods) came to him and 
told him to get off the Clondalkin route or he 
would suffer the consequences. The witness 
refused, and went on with his ‘bus as usual. 

To the Justice—I was put in fear, not for 
myself, but for the 'bus. 

Proceeding, the witness said that there were 
about ten men there at the time. On the 


return journey at Flood’s Corner a man 
stopped the ‘bus. A crowd gathered and 
began to let air out of the tyres. Later wit- 
ness found that the tyres and tubes had been 
cut and one of the windows broken. The 
men ran away after witness had heard the 
smash of glass. One of the men shouted 
““Charge!” and then all ran away. The 
crowd also tried to turn the "bus over, as 
witness felt it rising when he was sitting in 
the driver’s seat. The defendant appeared to 
be the ringleader of the crowd, and told wit- 
ness oe was Only a taste of what was 
oing to happen. 

2 To Mr. Bradle —I understood that matters 
connected with the "buses were to remain as 
before the strike. 

A CROWD. 

Witness, in further cross-examination, said 
that there was a crowd at Aston’s quay on 
the night of August 17, but there was no dis- 
order among them. He had known the de- 
fendant for some time, and his attitude was 
a menacing one on the night of August 17. 
There was no threat of assault on witness at 
Aston’s quay. At the time the air was 
coming from the tyres defendant was stand- 
ing on the running board of the "bus, and 
witness was then afraid -somethi would 
happen to him, as there were about twenty 
men on the road. Witness would say that 
Wood did not cut the tyres himself. 

Patrick Brady, 13 Mount Temple road, 
the owner of the "bus, stated that when the 
‘bus: went on the road on August IT it was 
in perfect condition. The next morning new 
tyres had to be fitted, and the cost, he under- 
stood, would be over £40. In that sum was 
included mechanics’ time, cost of tyres and 
tubes and glass and loss of receipts. 

The Justice refused to allow the inclusion 
of the loss of receipts, and the cost of 
damages was reduced to £27 10s. 

The accused man was returned for trial 
on the two charges of malicious damage and 
conspiracy on independent bail of 

ACCUSED MAN’S EVIDENCE. 

Giving evidence on the charges of intimida- 
tion, the accused, Woods, said that he did 
not threaten Hynes; but merely told him at 
Aston’s quay that the Clondalkin route was 
not his regular way, and also that the tram- 
way-men were getting anxious, and that, 
therefore, he (Woods) could not be respon- 
sible for anything that might happen. On 
that day he was chief of the picket. Witness 
did not threaten him, but merely pointed out 
what might happen to him. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Clarke—Witness 
went to Bluebell because it was im- 
possible to talk to Hynes at Aston’s quay 
as people were rushing the “bus. Several 
men went with him to Lucan, but they were 
not so many as Hynes had said. 

The Justice said that he must find the 
accused man guilty on the charge of watching 
and besetting to prevent Hynes doing a thing 
he was entitled to do. Woods would now 
admit that no matter what might be the 
view of the men employed by the tramway 
company they had no right to intimidate 
Hynes or anybody. He would send Woods 
to jail only for the honest way he had given 
his evidence, and also for the fact that there 
was no physica! injury to any person. There- 
fore, he fined defendant 40s., with fourteen 
days to pay. 

The other accused men were remanded 
until Friday on independent bail, each of £25.

Dublin’s Pligit. 

A week ago this morning Dublin awoke 
to find itself without a tramway service. 
Since last Thursday no tram-car has 
appeared on the streets. Some 
thousand men are existing on strike pay of 


two 


£1 per week, with a small allowance for 
children, and are losing at least £4,000 
per week in wages. The Tramway 
Company already has lost a full 
week’s revenue. Furthermore, the absence 
of tram-cars has forced the citizens 
of Dublin to seek alternative methods of 
transport to and from their places of 
business and their- homes. The motor 
omnibuses, already serious rivals to the 
tram-cars, have secured a clientéle which 
they never might have obtained in normal 
circumstances; and, even if the strike 
should come to-an end to-morrow, the 
tramways would find that they had lost 
permanently a certain proportion of their 
former business. In these circumstances, 
common-sense would suygest that every 
possible means should be adopted to bring 
this calamitous stoppage to an end. The 
Tramway Company is losing heavily; the 
men and their families are living on a 
pittance, and the travelling public is 
suffering the most serious inconvenience. 
Yet nothing is being done. Both sides are 
sulking in their tents. Neither will 
approach the other with a view to a con- 
ference, Each is standing on its dignity, 
while the people of Dublin are being 
penalised, and one cf the most valuable 
properties in the country is being ruined. 
The Free State Government seems to have 
adopted a policy of more or less masterly 
inactivity. It is “keeping in touch ” with 
the situation, but has done nothing what- 
ever to resolve it. Numerous suggestions 
have been made by members of the general 
public. We have printed a series of 
letters in which a really constructive 
policy has been outlined, bit the Govern- 
ment remains dumb, and the City Commis- 
sioners seem to be absorbed in the com- 
pletion of their floating ball-room, 
oblivious of the fact that Civic Week with: 
out tram-cars must be a complete fiasco. 
Will the Government and the Commis- 
sioners allow the present process of drift 
f> continue until one side or the other 
becomes exhausted ? Can anything possibly 
be gained by a struggle 4 outrance? If 
the tramway workers should be forced to 
surrender on this occasion, those of them 
for whom jobs remain will return to work 
with a deep sense of grievance, deter- 
mined to seize the first favourable oppor- 
tunity to strike again. If the company 
should be forced to come to terms with its 


; men, ‘its consent will be obtained only 


because its shareholders’ capital will be in 
imminent danger. Sooner or later the 
strike will be settled.” Why should it not 
be settled now? It obviously is a matter 
for Government intervention. An imme- 
diate conference ought to be called with a 
view to the discussion of one or other of 
the plans that have bee suggssted in our 


boys | correspondence columns ; and, pending a 


settlement, the tramway men ought to go 
back to work. We realise clearly that a 


“ patched-up ” peace would be useless. 
‘The strike must be settled permanently. 
In other words, the whole problem of 
Dublin’s transport must be tackled, and 
only the Governmen: can tackle it.

Inhospitable Hotels. 

Last year the Irish Tourist Association 
resorted to an excellent. shift. for the 
itnprovement of hotel services in the Irish 
Free State, A woman inspector, Miss 
Mary Dempsey, was. appointed; she 
travelled about the country, visited hotels 
as an ordinary guest, and reported upon 
them as she found them. By this means 
a just and honest account was compiled. 
Many of .us are familiar with the 
experience of descending unknown upon 
typical Itish hotels, receiving disgraceful 
service, and being told afterwards: ‘‘ It 
would bave-been different if we had known 
who you were.” Service ought to be 
uniformly clean, civil and moderate in 
cost. whether thogguest be a — stranger, 
never to return, or a local person, whose 
good word may be of calculable value. 
When Miss Dempsey made her calls, hotel- 
keepers had no knowledge of the fact that 
they were entertaining other than a 
transient visitor. In good hotels she was 
served with courtesy and efficiency. In 
others she was submitted to the familiar 
negligence. Yesterday she told our 
representative that she found only 350 
per cent. of the hotels to be reasonably 
good. Happily, in ker peregrinations 
during the present year, she observed 
substantial improvement. We are not mis- 
interpreting Miss Dempsey s report, how- 
ever, when we observe that the year's 
improvements probably failed to bring the 
proportion of reasonably satisfactory 
hostelries up to 50 per cent. Her advice 
is sound. Ireland does not need a string of 
palatial hotels on the Continental model. 
What Ireland can maintain, and what the 
typical traveller in Ireland would value, 
is a far-reaching service of decent, homely 
Lotels, inexpensive in tariff and clean, 
with a good Irish kitchen that will serve 
hot meals, properly cooked. 

The reforms necessary in Irish hotels are 
not of the sort that requires large expendi- 
ture. Above all other wants is the will to 
please. When Belfast was crowded to 
overflowing last week with visitors for the 
Ulster Tourist Trophy Motor Race, many 
hotels, not of the first rank, exploited 
their resources and the traveller's needs 
by charging an _ indefensible 
for bed and breakfast. For two days 
there were orgies of “ profiteering.’’ The 
episode was characteristic of Ireland, 
wheré momentary greed so often kills the 
hope of futare gain. Advantage is taken 
of the customer’s immediate need in all 
branches of trade, and, plundered once, the 
customer never returns, This huxtering 
policy is the worst of bad business, It is 
the hotel-keeper, the shop-keeper or the 
professional man who, giving fair service 
for fair payment as a consistent policy, 
builds up an honourable reputation and 
always is kept busy. That honesty is the 
best policy is a lesson that never has been 
learnt in Ireland. Not long ago—but before 
the tourist season was in full swing—a 
holiday-maker on a walking tour called 
one evening at a sufficiently pretentious 
hotel in a favoured resort among the hills 
that lie outside Dublin. He  pro- 
posed to stay there for the night, and 
asked for dinner, but he was told that he 
could get nothing more appetising than 
eggs and bacon. Within a short distance of 
the hotel a butcher’s shop was open; but 
it appeared to be quite beyond the re- 
source of the hotel staff to get the 
makings of a tasty grill. The visitor was 
obliged to do without his dinner, and 
never has ventured in those parts again. 

If the sulkiness of many hotel-keepers, 
communicated to their staffs, gives so many 
hestelries an air that is fatal to their 
success, there are faults of detail in 
the better hotels also. A traveller 
of some importance recently stayed at 
one of those first-class hotels that 
may be found at the most beautiful resorts 
of the South-West. He found cleanliness ; 
the food was good and well served, and the 
staff was modest and obliging. When, 
however, he went to the bathroom for his 
morning dip he found that access to the 
water was forbidden by lock and key— 
apparently for fear lest guests should 
practise cleanly habits without paying a 
special tax. He was not unwilling to pay 
for the luxury of a dip, and, therefore, 
pushed the bell to summon the servant 
who held the keys. The bell would 
not ring. The cleanly visitor was 
obliged to tramp to the far ends of the 
large building in order to secure the means 
of his ablutions. This incident is typical 
of the inconveniences that would disappear 
at a touch of the will to give satisfaction. 
In hotels, whether in town or country, in 
north or south, that enjoy electrica] instal- 
lations, it.is remarkable that hardly any 
are equipped with a single device by 
which light may be extinguished from the 
bed. When the stranger is ready for bed 
he must go to the door in order to 
extinguish the light and then grope his 
way throngh the strange apartment. Where 
details of discomfort like this abound the 
traveller feels that he is unwelcome, tbat 
attention to his pleasure is grudged, and 
that he is in a land that does not desire 
to be hospitable.

South American Trade. 


Lord d’Abernon yesterday, at Buenos 
Aires, spoke most optimistically about the 
prospects of trade between Great Britain 
and the South American Republics. A 
British Economic Mission has been 
investigating . means of . commercial 
development in the southern half of the 
American continent. Hitherto Britain 
successfully has maintained her pre- 
dominant position in these markets, and 
the prosperity of British firms is a 
proof of British ascendancy in the 
Argentine and Obile. To-day a British 
Government has recognised the necessity 
for a Minister, whose sole duty shall be 
to cope with the unemployment problem, 
and the fostering of foreign markets is 
among his foremost duties. In earlier 
days England was able t. send her surplus 
population to seek wealth in a chaotic 
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Australia. . Intensive development, how- 
ever, has closed these fields of endeavour, 
and, outside the Empire, South America 
alone temains as a happy hunting ground 
for the younger son. Hitherto a British 

unimpaired by un- 
desirable immigrants, has smoothed the 
path of trade, and in a country where 
domestic convulsion is of frequent 
occurrence the value of such a reputation 
readily is appreciated. The Spanish- 
American Republics are emerging tardily 
from decades of disorder. Their vast un- 
developed resources undoubtedly will pro- 
vide an ample sphere for commercial 
development, and a great opportuity 
awaits British firms. The news that the 
British Mission was received enthusiasti- 
cally is of the happiest augury; and it 
behoves all Britons to ensure that their 
energy and conduct maintain their present 


popularity. 


Christopher Marlowe. 


When those responsible for the Canter- 
bury Festival of Music and Drama decided 
to produce the “ Tragical History of Dr. 
Faustus” they were inspired by a happy 
genius. Not only was Christopher Marlowe 
a native of Canterbury; he was the voice 
of national English thought. Others may 
have achieved a higher pinnacle of fame, 
but Marlowe pre-eminently was the 
mouthpiece of Elizabethan endeavour. His 
bombast, which many have derided, held 
the same urge that impelled Drake and 
Hawkins to remote adventure, and his 
baroque spanned the gulf which both 
linked and divided the England of the 
hundred years’ war and the England of 
colonial .expansion. Dramatically he 
suffered from the very power of his 
dramatic verse, and there is no man brave 
enough to name the actor who could 
declaim Faustus’s last speech and avoid 
a descent into vulgar hyperbole. Like 
Beethoven’s Seventh Symphony, it pro- 
veeds “secure and strong” on its own 
merit, and can suffer damage only from 
its interpreter. The genius that intro- 
duced into Faustus’s agony without in- 
consequence the words that Ovid whispered 
in Corinna’s arms—  O lente, lente currite 
noctis equt’’—stands beyond all debate. 
Perhaps, in Tamburlaine the Great we 
find Marlowe at his most magnificent. The 
lament for Zenocrate is one of the greatest 
human documents of all time, while the 
florid magnificence of “ Hola, ye pampered 
jades of Asia,” bespeaks his virile thought. 
Legends galore have arisen, suggesting that 
Marlowe was the inspiration, if, indeed, 
he was not the collaborator, of Shake- 
speare’s greatest works. Indeed, King 
Lear is ascribed to his pen. Whether or 
not there be truth in these theories, the 
name of Christopher Marlowe will live 
wherever the English language is spoken. 


THE NAVY AND PEACE. 


AN ADMIRAL’S VIEWS. 

The annual. dinner of the Institute of 
Journalists was held at Portsmouth last 
night, the President, Mr. H. A. Gwyne, 
editor of the Morning Post, was in the chair, 
and the guests numbered about two hundred. 
The principal guests were the Lord Mayor of 
Portsmouth and Admiral Sir Roger Keyes, 
Commanding-in-Chief at Portsmouth. 

Admiral Sir Roger Keyes, replying to the 
toast of “ The Navy,” referred to the re- 
duction of naval armaments. He said that 
it had been the Navy's experience after every 
great war to suffer what in this generation 
was called the “axe.”” Thousands who had 
joined the Navy and had made it their career 
had been thrown out of work. Moreover, 
there seemed to be no finality about the 
“axing,” and they seemed to be on the eve 
of further reduction. 

There was no doubt that throughout the 
world there was too much money being spent 
on armaments. It was natural that nations 
to whom sea power was not vital should 
welcome a reducting of armaments, which 
caused the reduction of sea power to Great 
Britain. He submitted that there could be 
no greater factor for peace than the British 
Navy. He was quite convinced that this or 
any other Government of Great Britain would 
always be alive to the great value of the 
Navy as a security for the peace of the 
Empire. 


PYTHON 


ESCAPES FROM 
CAGE. 


KEEPER AVOIDS ITS ATTACK. 


A python twenty-cight feet long escaped 
from its cage at the Belle Vue Zoological 
Gardens, Manchester, yesterday, and was at 
liberty for about five hours. 

An official of the gardens, speaking to a 
Press Association reporter last night, said :— 
“The python is the largest in captivity. It 
weighs three cwt, <nd is over fifty years old. 
It had been asleep for several weeks, as it 
was sloughing its skin, and when the keeper 
went into the reptile’s cage in the morning 
he thought that it was still sleeping. 
Suddenly, however, the python struck out at 
him. Fortunately the man is short in stature, 
and, as he ducked, the snake’s head passed 
over him; but the reptile had got out through 
the open door and had made its way to a 
gallery at the back of its cage. There it 
coiled up, and apparently went to sleep 
again, 

“We eventually got it back by tempting it 
with food, for as you can guess it was hungry 
after its long sleep,” said the keeper. 

“At first we thought that it would have 
to be chloroformed, because it was 
dangerous.

The Hague.

achieved have sunk almost to zero. (er. 
many has now set the Allies another 
problem to work out—namely, whether, in 
the event of the Conference breaking up. 
will she continue to pay under the Dawes 
scheme or under the Young plan, which 
was supposed to come into operation on 
September lst. In discussing preliminaries 
out of which the present tangles have 
arisen, the Allies apparently overlooked 
the date on which that plan was to com: 
into force, and Dr. Stresemann’s reminder 
has put them in somewhat of a quandary. 


Disarmament. 


Mr. “Macdonald's conversations with the 
American Ambassador are the necessa: 
precursors to the larger interviews which 
will tate place with Mr. Hoover later in 
the year. With General Dawes the Prime 
Minister 1s clearing the path, so to speak, 
of misor details, which will leave a clear 
roadvay to the discussion of the major 
points concerning disarmament when he 
crosses to the United States. The date of 
his departure has not been definitely fixed 
though it is expected to be about the latter 
par; of September, thus enabling him to 
get back in time for the reassembling of 
Parliament. If an agreement is reached 
with Mr. Hoover, it is highly probable 
that a meeting of the world’s Powers will 
be convened, so that there and then they 
may discuss disarmament rather than 
await the next Washington Conference. 
Mr. Macdonald will be leaving shortly for 
s brief visit to Geneva for the meeting of 
the League of Nations 


Soviet Russia. 


The public exposure to be made at thie 
Trades Union congress of the Moscow and 
British CoMnunist Alliance will not 
facilitate the re-establishment of diplo- 
matic relations between this country and 
Russia. The Soviet evidently expected 
that, with a Labour Government in 
power, it would be a comparatively easy 
matter to get an accredited representative 
to the Court of St. James's, but, together 
with the British elector, they must realis 
the vast chasm that exists between party 
promises, when in opposition, and per- 
formance, when in power. Russia is 
desperately anxious for British recogni- 
tion, which would give her prestige among 
the great nations, and M. Dovgalevsky. 
the Soviet Ambassador in Paris, has 
received instructions to re-open negotia- 
tions with the Foreign Office, through the 
mediation of M. Danelson, the Norwegian 
Chargé d’ A fiaires, as soon as Mr, Hender- 
son returns from the Continent. 


Safety at Sea. 


If Parliament ratifies the ‘recommenda- 
tions of the International Commission on 
Safety at Sed, the change from the orders 
““starboard ” and “' port” to those of 
“ right ” and “' left” will become opera- 
tive in July, 1931. Although the aboli- 
tion of this traditional usage, which 1s 
ingrained in all seamen, must inevitably 
lead, at the start, to confusion and 
mishaps, yet the principal argument 
adduced in favour of the proposal is its 
simplicity. Helm orders in a steamer are 
simple compared with those of the days 
of sail, when such terms as “‘ Luff,” 
“Hard down,” “ Keep her full,” and 
many others were in vogue. As a matter 
of fact, the proposed change is not a 
novelty, since some seafarers have been 
advocating it for the last twenty years 
or more. There seems to have been a 
rather curious omission in connection 
with the Commission’s inquiry—namely. 
that the Mercantile Marine were never 
consulted in the matter im any shape or 
form. 


Galway Air Mail. 


The flight which Colonel Russell is | 
make with the American mail from 
Galway to London will revive interest | 
the often-discussed subject of establishing 
an Atlantic traffic port in the West oí

position of the West Coast has altered in 
its favour, as aeroplanes have brought 1t 
much nearer London than the means ©' 
transport suggested when the Atlantic 
harbour scheme was first mooted. The 
experimental flight will be keenly watched 
by all interested in aviation develop- 
ments and in the attempt to speed up the 
United States mail service. 


Street Noises. 


In due course a long-suffering pubic 
will, no doubt, obtain some relief irom 
the regulations which have just come into 
force to suppress the nerve-destroying 
noises of certain types of motor vehicles. 
They are designed to put a ban on the 
unnecessary use of horns, and more pa'- 
ticularly to oblige lorry-owners to stow 
their loads in such manner that they do 
not rattle and rumble when the vehicles 
are in motion. Milk lorries, with their 
empty churns, are great offenders in this 
respect, and several owners thereof havé 
just made appearances in court for their 
sins of omission. As these were the first 
prosecutions under the new regulation: 
the magistrates exercised their discretion 
and let the defendants off with a caution, 
but there was no ambicuity in their warn 
ing to al] and sundry that maximum fines 
will be imposed if the street nuisances 
continue. 


The Plimsoll Line. 


To-day was unveiled on the Victoria 
Embankment the Seamen's Union's tribute 
to Samuel Plimsoll, of load line fame, 
this being the first public memorial ever 
raised to the memory of one who did so 
much for the seafarer. The ceremony came 
at an opportune moment, as there has just 
concluded in London an inquiry by an 
expert committee set up by the Board «! 
Trade to investigate the question of the 
load line, and its report. is now almost 
complete. It will, it is hoped, before the 
end of this week be presented to the 
President of: the Board of Trade. Much 
confusion exists as to the international 
position. in regard to this question of the 
load line. The Plimsoll line, so far as this 
country is concerned, was, of course, aid 
down in the Merchant Shipping Act of 
1894, and is obligatory.

REPLY TO LATEST GERMAN 
DEMAND.

PARIS, Wednesday. 

According to information from French 
sources at The Hague, it is doubtful 
whether the representatives of France, 
Jtaly and Belgium will agree to the Young 
plan scale being adopted by Germany for 
her reparations payments after September 
lst unless the present differences at The 
Hague Conference are overcome.

‘* $PEEDING-UP ” BUSINESS. 

According to a despatch to Havas 
Agency, the representatives of the six 
Powers at this evening’s conference at 
The Hague came to the realisation that a 
settlement must be reached as quickly as 
possible. 3 

The proximity of September Ist, the 
date which the expert had in mind as the 
starting point for the new system of pay- 
ments by Germany, makes a decision on 
the part of the creditor Powers urgently 
necessary (continues the despatch). To 
this end, the representatives of Germany, 
Belgium, France,’ Great Britain, Italy 
and Japan will, from now onwards, sit 
almost continuously.

DAYS OF THE CONFERENCE 
NUMBERED.

THE HAGUE, Wednesday. 

The meeting of the representatives of 
the Six Powers this evening lasted the 
unusual time of two and a half hours, 
It did not, however, provide the scores 
of journalists assembled in the court- 
yard of the Biennenhof with the expected 
thrill; for, at the close, it was announced 
that nothing could be revealed concerning 
the proceedings, 

The meeting was held in the strictest 
secrecy, only interpreters being permitted 
inside the room. Nevertheless, it is 
understood that a considerable part of 
the time was taken up by the statement 
by the German Foreign Minister, Jr. 
Stresemann, who reviewed the entire 
situation in the light of The Hague Con- 
jerence, with particular reference to the 
position of Germany should no financial 
settlement be reached here. 

There was an exchange of views on the 
various points raised by him, and finally, 
the deliberations not having been con 
cluded, it was decided to adjourn until 
10.30 to-morrow, when the six delegates 
will continue their discussions. 

Previous to the meeting Mr. Henderson, 
M. Hymans, M. Briand and Dr. Strese- 
mann had conferred together for an hour 
on the Rhineland evacuation question and 
on the report submitted to them by the 
jurists. Here, again, secrecy was main- 
tained. It was merely stated that the 
discussion was to be continued at four 
o’clock to-morrow afternoon, while a 
meeting of the Political Commission has 
been convoked for 4 p.m. on Friday. 

The ‘Hague Conference is thug still 
lingering on, but its days are evidently 
numbered.

He has often been compared recently to 
Lord Curzon.

ITALY AND GREAT 
BR.TAIN. 


OFFERS WHICH POSSESS 
i NO VALUE. 


From HFUTEu $ ConnEsPONDENT. 
THE HAGUE, Wednesday. 

It is announced that at this morning s 
meeting between Signor Pirelli and Mr. 
Snowden no definite or precise offers were 
made towards meeting the British stand- 
point. 

The Italian delegation offered to in- 
crease Italy's importation of coal from 
Great Britain if the .Young plan were 
accepted as it stands. This offer, how- 
ever, is absolutely valueless, for it is to 
the effect that Italian coal purchases from 
Great Britain during the next ten years 
should not be less than 25 per cent. above 
the average tonnage imported into Italy 
during the past four years. 

The general strike and the coal stoppage 
in 1926 brought the four-year average 
nearly 25 per cent. below the current rate 
of importation, and that rate represented 
a 50 per cent. reduction of the pre-war 
rate of importation of coal into Italy. 


THE ONLY CASH OFFER. 

The Italian delegation also offered to 
accept a settlement of . non-German 
reparations on an equitable basis, but the 
British view is that a settlement of the 
liabilities ‘of those countries is in the 
general interest of Europe, including 
Italy, and that there is no justification 
whatever for expecting Great Britain to 
purchase Italian assent to the proposal. 

The only cash offer which Italy has 
made is to transfer to Great Britain an 
unspecified share of problematical receipts 
from Ozecho-Slovakia in respect of the 
latter country’s liabilities for the so-called 
Liberation Debt, which, at its maximum, 
would represent less than one-fifth of the 
advantages which Italy secures at the 
expense of Great Britain during the first 
years of the Young plan, and of still 
greater benefit during the last twenty- 
two years. 

The various assertions contained in ihe 
statement circulated yesterday by Signor 
Mosconi to the American Press represen- 
tatives here are quite easy to refute, if 
they are properly examined, particularly 
the assertion that the American settle- 
ment of the Italian war debt was more 
generous than the British settlement. The 
fact is that whilst the United States 
remitted approximately eighty per cent. 
of the Italion debt, Great Britain remitted 
approximately eighty-six per cent. 


AT BRITAIN’S EXPENSE. 

The reason for such a favourable settle- 
ment to Italy was that Italy complained 
that she had a very small share of 
German Reparations, and was prepered 
to pay the whole of her receipts under 
that head for inter-allied debts. 

Italy having obtained a very favourable 
settlement for that reason, the Italian 
demand for an increased share of Repara- 
tions. at the expense of Great Britain is 
dificult to justify. 
“The Italian Government has actually 
passed a law providing that all Repara- 
tions receipts should be carried to a specia’

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A RECORD OF GOOD 


WORK. 
TOURIST. INSPECTOR’S 
SUGGESTIONS, 


“The Irish hotels seem to have realised 
that they must do things well if they want 
to get a good reputation for themselves and 
this country, and in the last year they 
have improved considerably,’’ Miss Mary 
Dempsey, who was Inspector: of Hotels for 
the Irish Tourist Association in 1928, told 
an Irish Times representative yesterday. 

During last year’s season Miss Dempsey 
inspected three hundred hotels in various 
parts of Ireland, and found to her surprise 
that only about thirty per cent. were 
Scomnabte good. As to the others, she 
would say nothing. In the course of the 
present summer season Miss Dempsey has 
gone through the country and re-visited 
many of these hotels, and has been glad 
to find that considerable improvements 
have been effected. She has just returned 
from a 900-mile tour by motor car through 
the South of Ireland, on which she was 
accompanied by American and Northern 
visitors. The whole party enjoyed the 
trip, and was unanimous in praising it. 
At no place did either hitch or trouble 
mar its pleasure. The visitors enjoyed 
bright sunshine, glorious scenery, good, 
“peaceful” roads, comfortable accom- 
modation, generous hospitality and 
courtesy everywhere. 

“ PEACEFUL ” ROADS. 

With reference to the expression “ peace- 
ful’ roads, Miss Dempsey explained that, 
in comparison with the English and con- 
tinental roads, which during the summer 
swarm with tourists and motor cars, the 
Irish roads, in addition to being almost 
everywhere in good condition, were for the 
most part comparatively clear of heavy 
traffic, so that one was able to enjoy. the 
trip in relaxation and comfort. 

What struck her particularly about the 
hotels was that the improvements were 
being made on the right lines and with 
excellent effect. The rooms were freshly 
decorated and were equipped with new 
beds and furnishings, and running water 
had been installed. Where a year ago 
tourists crept drearily to rest by candle 
light. they now enjoyed the comfort and 
convenience of electric light. In one much 
frequented hostelry in the Midlands Miss 
Dempsey observed that a comfortable 
lounge-hall had been substituted for an 
ugly drinking room. Elsewhere the anti- 
quated furniture had disappeared, to be 
replaced by cosy arm chairs and Chester- 
fields. As an instance of the efforts made 
by these hotels to do the best in their 
power for their guests, Miss Dempsey 
stated that on their arrival at a popular 
hotel in a famous fishing resort in Kerry 
their party, to its delight, was served with 
a full-course hot dinner at a very late 
hour in the evening. 

‘If this spirit of improvement and effi- 
ciency continues,” Miss Dempsey added, 
“Ireland should soon take the lead 
among tourist countries, and be as famous 
for her hotel accommodation as for her 
unrivalled scenery.” 

GOOD IRISH FOOD. 

One thing that the proprietors and 
managers of Jrish hotels should remember 
and try to carry out, Miss Dempsey said, 
is that they should supply to their guests 
the best of good, clean [rish food, properly 
cooked, served hot, and with plenty of 
cream and butter. 
should strive to set up an individual stan- 
dard in the food supplied by Irish hotels. 
That food should be the native product of 
the soil, and they will find that their 
guests will appreciate it. It is foolish for 
any Irish hotel to bring along French, 
Swiss and Italian chefs, and place con 
tinental foods and menus fore 
visitors. The guests would not appreciate 
that, because they probably have already 
had a surfeit of it abroad. 

Again, Miss Dempsey said that for any 
persons to think of running a string oi 
palatial hotels all around Ireland. was 
ridiculous. The aim should be to accom- 
modate and cater for individual parties of 
visitors and tourists, not huge parties. 
They could not do the other thing either 
with success or profit. Let them improve 
existing hotels, and, perhaps, add one or 
two here and there where they are needed. 

Time and again, concluded Miss 
Dempsey, one heard of people grumbling 
because they could not get accommodation 
when they wanted it; but if those people 
had had the foresight to book in advance 
there would have been no such difficulty. 
It was unreasonable of people to expect to 
be accommodated at a moment’s notice 
during a rush season. 


TRAIN MISHAP AT 
DUNDALK. 


MAIL BOAT DELAYED. 

A breakdown at Dundalk last evening 
of the 5.350 p.m. train from Belfast to 
Dublin was responsible for the mail boat 
leaving Kingstown for Holyhead at 9.30 
p.m., instead of at 8.50 p.m., the 
scheduled time. 

Shortly after leaving Dundalk it .was 
noticed that one of the wheels of the 
engine was not revolving smoothly. The 
train was brought back to the station and 
another engine was obtained. In spite of 
the mishap, the train, which was con- 
veying passengers and mails for Great 
Britain, arrived at Amiens street station 
only twenty minutes later than usual. 


SUGAR MISSION 
APPOINTMENT. 


LORD OLIVIER TO GO TO 
WEST INDIES. 


The Press Association states that Lord 
Olivier has accepted the appointment of 
Commissioner of the missivn to investigate 
the present state of the sugar industry in 
the West Indies and British Guiana. He 
expects to sail at the end of September. 

The appointment has been made by the 
Secretary of State for the. Colonies, on 
whese behalf it was recently announced 
that it had been decided to send out the 
mission. 

The statement added: “The object of 
the mission will be to consider what im- 
provements can be introduced to meet 
foreign competition and in what way any 
aid that may be found possible can best 
be applied with this object. The expenses 
of the mission are to be shared by the 
Governments of the Colonies concerned. 

Lord Olivier, who is 70, has held over- 
seas appointments. He has been Colonial 
Secretary for, and subsequently Governor 
of, Jamaica, Permanent Secretary of the 
Board of Agriculture and Fisheries, and 
Assistant Comptroller and Auditor of the 
Exchequer. He was Secretary of State for 
India in the first Labour Government, and 
received his peerage in 1924.

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TWO NEW ‘RECORDS’ 
CREATED. 
CAPTAIN’S PRIDE. 
HIGHER SPEED 
~ POSSIBLE. 


With a final burst of speed the veteran 
Cunard liner .Mauretania, after a 
journey on which she broke her own 
“‘record”’ for the distance between 
New York and Plymouth, yesterday 
made the fastest crossing. to CGher- 
hourg ever officially recorded for any 
liner, She accomplished the journey 
from Plymouth to Gherbourg at an 

_ average speed of 29,7 knots, and at 
times travelled well over 30 knots. 

The passage to Cherbourg was the last 
stage of her journey from America, 
and she had already covered the 3,098 
miles from New York to Plymouth in 
4 days 17 hours 49 minutes, an 
average speed of 27.22, beating her 
own “'record ” by more than two 
hours. 


But for an adverse tide she would have 
crossed the Atlantic from New York in 
only two hours more than was taken by 
the German liner, Bremen. 

A French naval seaplane and submarine 
circled and greeted. the liner at Cher- 
bourg, while at Southampton vessels blew 
greetings on their sirens, while hundreds 
of people cheered from the quay-side. 


FROM THE BRIDGE. 


The following message is from a Press 
Association Spécial Correspondent, who 
made thé journey from Plymouth to 
Southampton via Cherbourg yesterday :— 

“While this slim greyhound of the 
Atlantic raced over the sea to-day I stood 
on the bridge and chatted with her proud 
commander, Captain 8S. G. 8S, MeNeil, 
R.N.R., who has been in the Cunard 
service since 1897. 

“As we spoke the Maurctania’s pointed, 
graceful bow struck through the sea like a 
clean, keen blade, while on either side 
scudding waves rushed by. Without the 
slightest tremor the Mauretania was 
travelling at 305 knots—as fast as any big 
vessel except a hattleship could travel. 
Faintly came the hum of the great engines 
and the sound of the wind in the rigging. 
But for the churned foam in her wake 
there was no indication that the great 
liner was travelling at anything but a 
normal speed. A coin which I placed on 
the bridge rail did not move an inch, so 
smoothly was the Mauretania travelling. 


WITHOUT VIBRATION. 


** Lowering his glasses, Captain McNeil 
turned to me and smiled, and his blue 
eyes sparkled,- despite the fact that 
throughout the journey from New York 
he had slept little more than seven hours. 
‘And she is twenty-two years old,” he 
said. “ Can you wonder that I, her skipper, 
am proud of her. Is there another ship 
in the world that could rush along 
like this without the slightest vibration ? 
She is the most beautiful ship afloat, and 
I and every member of my crew cannot 
help being filled with pride when we 
realise what she has Gone, what she is 
doing, and what she is likely to do. 


“MOST EXQUISITE THING ON 
THE SEA.” 


““ She has just finished the swiftest 
journey of her career up to the ago of 
twenty-two, but the Mauretania will cross 
the Atlantic many times before she hoists 
the white flag, and with good luck and 
with good weather she will do it faster 
than she has ever done it before. The 
Bremen has beaten her, but the Bremen 
is not twenty-two years old. The German 
liner made a great crossing, and as 4 
sailor I admire her; she is a fine, well- 
built ship, but” (and he patted the 
weather-beaten rail affectionately) ‘she is 
not half as beautiful as the Mauretania, 
which is the most exquisite thing on the 
sea, fast and nearly as graceful as any 
yacht.’ más 

é “This ship is the perfect combination 
of speed and comfort. At top speed there 
is not a rattle, because she is fitted with 
special bilge keels to steady her in rough 
weather, and these bilge keels and her 
tall graceful funnels, and the otber things 
which go to make for comfort, all reduce 
her speed just enough to make a great 
difference when crossing the Atlantic. Jf 
these keels were removed and no thought 
given to the comfort of the passengers 
my ship would be faster than anything 
afloat,~ with the exception of a battle 


cruiser.’ 
AN ADVERSE TIDE. 

“The captain gazed towards the long 
grey pier at Cherbourg, from which sea- 
planes approached. He watched them as 
ihey circled low over the ship, the aviators 
waviúg a welcome. Then _he spoke of the 
high-speed trip from New York. ‘ We would 
have been back more than an hour earlier 
had it not been that we met an 
adverse tide off Bishop’s Rock.’ he said. 
‘Otherwise we had, perhaps, the finest 
crossing 1 have encountered in the last 
thirty-five yéars. Going out to America, 
however, we did not have very good luck. 
Soon. after we left Cherbourg we met a 
strong tide, and after that there was 
much rain and weather which, although 
it was rarely bad, was bad enough to slow 
us. Passengers took a great interest in 
the speed of the ship, and her daily runs 
were posted throughout her state rooms. 

“The Mauretania,’ the captain re- 
marked, as the ship slowed at the 
approach to the port, ‘has not made her 
fastest crossing of the Atlantic yet, 
although she: was only built to do 243 
knots. I am entirely satisfied with the 
journey, both to and from America. The 
engines and everything else worked per- 
fectly, and there was not the slightest 
discomfort.’ ”’ 

Passengers wagered on the result of the 
great Atlantic race between the Bremen 
and the Mauretania, whilst sweepstakes 
were run on the Cunarder as to the time 
she would reach port. One rich American 
is said to have wagered a thousand 
pounds.

GREATER SPEED OF 
BRITISH SU. ERMARINE. 


Flying-Officer Waghorn, one of the 
British team who will take part in the 
Schneider Trophy Air Race on September 
7th, made a trial flight late yesterday 
afternoon over the Solent. He went up 
in Supermarine 86 at a speed far greater 
than any previously attained, and swept 
past hundreds of onlookers. On one occa- 
sion he flew at a height over the sheds of 
lower than 100 feet. 

Later he flew at terrific speed over an 
outward Canadian Pacific liner, and as he 
did so the Mauretania could be seen in the 
Channel in the distance. Passengers saw 
the ‘plane shoot up into the blue sky like 
a.rocket to a height of 2,000 to 5,000 
feet. 

The» Supermarine S6 is credited with 
having achieved 350 miles an hour earlier 
this week, but yesterday’s speed appeared 
to be in excess of that previously attained. 

When the machine was being towed back 
to Calshot it was caught in the wash of 
the Mauretania, and for a few seconds it 
looked as if the seaplane might be 
swamped. Eventually the seaplane got 
into calm water.

BROKEN STRUT DELAYS

The accidental breaking of a strut of the 
Graf Zeppelin while it was being taken 
out of the hangar has delayed the 
departure on its flight across the Pacific to 
America.

All the passengers and members of the 
crew were on board by 3.47 a.m. When the 
airship had been almost drawn out of the 
hangar, the gondola containing the rear 
engine struck the earth snarply, breaking 
a strut. The airship was therenpon taken 
back into the hangar, and it is uncertain 
whether it will, after all, be possible tp 
start to-day.

THE PLIMSOLL LINE. 


SEAMEN’S TRIBUTE TO 
THEIR. FRIEND. 
Reb ay Flr aaess 


In a leading article to-day on the Plimsoll 
Line, The Times says :—British seamen who 
set out from the Thames and other ports of 
the United Kingdom to sail the oceans of the 
world have particular cause to revore the 
name of Samuel Plimsoll, the plain-spoken 
landsman, commonly known as the sailors’ 
friend, whose bust was unveiled yesterday in 
the Embankment Gardens by Sir Walter 
Runciman. 

Erected at their own cost by members of 
the National Seamen's Union, the memorial 
is « visible and lasting symbol of the 
gratitude they feel for the work to which 
in their interests he devoted his life. But 
that is not its only significance. 

The inscription which it bears, records that 
it is placed there in grateful recognition of 
his services to the men of the sea of all 
nations. It is not for nothing that he was 
described by Sir Walter Runciman, himself a 
seaman, as one of their greatest benefactors. 
Plimsoll was a man who whenever he saw 
the power of wrongs took a fierce determina- 
tion to slay it. In his fight against the power 
of wrongs which he saw in ships he was 
opposed, says his eulogist, by a reactionary and 

But he never faltered, though he was often 
discouraged by the disapproval with which 
seamen looked upon his efforts, as a mere 
landsman’s, to right their wrongs, in his diffi- 
cult crusade, and in the end the philan- 
thropic human force which was in him won 
its victory. 

In these days, when the humanitarian 
instincts of the nation work so powerfully 
for the saving of life, it is difficult to under- 
stand why it took him so long to convince 
his fellow-countrymen that the overloading of 
ships was an intolerable scandal which could 
not be allowed to continue. ; 

Before very long the Committee set up by 
the President of the Board of Trade under 
Sir Charles Sanders to consider possible 
changes in the load line regulations will 
issue their report, and it is not improbable 
that, this report may before long lead to the 
holding of an international conference on the 
question, as that affects the shipowners of the 
rest of the world. Not till all nations have 
adopted the same standard will it be pos- 
sible to say that the work begun so long 
ago by Samuel Plimsoll and continued in this 
country by the Board of Trade has been 
fully accomplished.

One version of this istovy goes so. Íav as to 
refer to an attempt to secure a preliminary 
settlement among the three principal naval 
Powers as a probability, and harks back to 
Cenoa for the prediction that they might 
reach a basis of agreement which would allow 
for the contingency of consultation and modi- 
fieation, if the buildiug programmes of France 
and Italy should make this desirable. 

lt does rot appear upon inquiry that the 
use of the word probability is entirely justi- 
fied, though there is not the slightest reason 
to doubt that the fullest consideration has 
heen given here and in London to the obstacle 
which the divergence of views between France 
and Italy would offer to general accord. It 
Is admitted to be a difficulty which bears 
diplomatically, if not strategically as heavily 
upon the United States and Japan as upon 
Great Britain. 


POSITION AT HAGUE. 

The Daily Chronicle to-day says :—The 
position at The Hague still remains extremely 
unsatisfactory, and we cannot see that any 
advantage is to be gained by the continuance 
of discussion along the present lines. It is 
better that this idle talk and these discredit- 
able attempts to haggle should come to an 
end, 
A return to the Dawes scheme will, no 
doubt, be very hard on Germany, and really 
extremely inconvenient for France, which 
has most to lose by a breakdown. 


A CONFESSION OF FAILURE. 

The Daily Telegraph to-day says :—Yester- 
day’s proceedings at The Hague can hardly 
be regarded otherwise than as preliminary 
to a confession of failure. Whatever. form 
may be given to the expected announcement 
that the Conference has been unable to 
achieve agreement upon the application of 
the Young plan, that is the actual position 
which has been reached after upwards of a 
fortnight of completely ineffective negotia- 
tion, culminating yesterday in the direct 
joining of issue on matters of fact between 
the British and the Italian delegations.

“ Still no change.” This was the reply 
which an “' Irish Times ” representa- 
tive received yesterday, both at the 
company’s offices and at the offices of 
the men’s union, when he asked what 
was the position in regard to the 
tramway strike in Dublin. 

The company added: “' There 
statement to make.’’ 

The Ministry of Industry and Commerce, 
it is learned, is still keeping in touch 
with the parties to the dispute, but 
nothing has happened that would 
give rise to a hope of an early 
resumption of the service. 

No overtures have been made on either 
side, and, despite the public’s 
concern, not the slightest move 
appears to have been made with a 
view to ending the dispute. 


It looks now as if the strike will resolve 
itself into a test of endurance. To-day it 
enters its second week. So far neither 
side have shown shichtest sign of 
yielding to the demands of the other. 
but since both the company and the men 
must lose heavily lí the stoppage Is of 
any great duration, developments of the 
next few days will be watched with 
interest. 

Were they still at work. the men’s 
wages would fall due to-morrow. Now, in 
place of wages, they will have to depend 
on financial assistance from their union, 
and whether they will be able to hold 
out Jong on the support. which will be 
iorthcoming ‘from this source is a point 
which has been exercising a deal of 
iuterest. 


AMOUNT OF STRIKE PAY. 

Yesterday, at a meeting of the men in 
the Trades’: Hall, Capel street, the amoffnt 
which the Executive had decided te grant 
as strike pay was announced by officials 
of the union. The announcement. 
stated afterwards. was with; 
enthusiasm, and had, if anything, .in- 
creased the men’s determination to oppose 
the attack on their standard of Fiving. 

Members of the union in full benefit 
will receive £1 a week. with 2s. a week 
lor each child under fourteen years of 
age. Men who are “not in full compliance 
with the rules,” or are altogether out of 
benefit, will receive assistance, as also 
will certain members who joined tie 
organisation after the dispute started. 
The amounts which these men will be 
granted will vary according to the 
circumstances. 


2,500 MEN TO BENEFIT, 

Inquiry among the men at the close of 
the meeting showed that they were quite 
satisfied with the strike pay which they 
will receive. Approximately 2,800 men 
will benefit. Owing to the larce number 
entitled to assistance “ paying out” will 
take two days. and half the number will 
be paid to-day and the remainder to- 
morrow. The money will be distributed 
at the Trades’ Hall and also at the 
Dublin Workers’ Council hall; which have 
been lent to the union by the Trades’ and 
Labour Council. 

Yesterday's meeting of the men was 
addressed by Mr. Harold Clay, National 
Secretary of the Passenger Group; Mr. 
G. F. Gillespie, Irish Secretarv, and Mr. 
T. Casey, Secretary of the Dublin branch. 
It was said to be the most largelv- 
attended and the most enthusiastic 
meeting since the strike began. 

Mr. Clay left for Londen last night to 
report on the position of the strike to 
the National Executive. Mr. George 
Gleave, National Officer of the Passenger 
Group, remains in Dublin, and in a short 
time Mr. Clay will return with other 
members of the Executive.

HEALTH. 


SCHEME FOR SCHOOL 
CHILDREN. 


According to reports submitted to the 
Louth Board of Health, splendid progress is 
being madé with the health scheme for schoo! 
children in the county. 

Mr. Campbell drew attention to the fact 
that many of the children who were not 
natives of the county, but who had been 
taken in, were never vaccinated, and he com. 

lained that from 1916 the Vaccination Acts 
bad been neglected for many years in the 
rural districts. 

The Chairman stated that there were many 
gipsies who could not live other than in 
caravans; but these were not an ignorant 
people, and probably educated their children, 
Their greatest difficulty was with the 
children of the tinker class, who went from 
district to district, and who were not edu- 
cated, nor could they be examined, as were 
the school-children in many areas. 

Dr. Musvrave, County Medical Officer, ap- 
pealed td the members to use their influence 
with parents to have their children examined 
and medically attended at once. If parenta, 
with the best intentions in the world, kept 
putting off the treatment prescribed, they 
were doing harm to the children, and 
placing additional obstacles in the way of 
the health schemes.

CHARGED. 


CRUELTY TO CHILDREN. 

At Newry yesterday, an ex-soldier, William 
C. Jose, and his wife, Mary, were summoned 
for ‘truelty to their five young children, aged 
from two to nine. 

Evidence showed that Jose, who was badly 
wounded in the war, was in receipt of 39s. 
4d. a week, and also received 6s. per week 
from St. Dunstan’s, London. Head Constalle 
Coulson said the parents were intemperate, 
and the children were kept in a filihy room 
in a common lodging house. 

Flood said that the youngest child, 
aged two, showed signs of neglect and starva- 
tion, and appeared to be only about six 
months old from its size.

DISCUSSION ON TRAMWAY 


STRIKE. 


At Blackrock Urban Council last night Mr. 
T. J. McKenna, P.C. (Chairman), presided. 

Mr: Beahan asked would it not be well that 
the Council should give expression of opinion 
regarding the Tramway Company’s strike. 
Whilst they were in sympathy with the 
workers, he thought that a recommendation 
should come from the Council to the parties 
concerned with a view to eXpediting the 
determination of the strike. 

The Chairman said that everyone would like 
(o see the strike settled. There were two main 
parties to the dispute—the Tramways Com- 
pany and its employés—and, if anyone were 
to intervene, it would be the Ministry of 
Industry and Commerce, who had a special 
department for dealing with these matters. 

Mr. Quigley said that if they were agreed 
that the crax of the question was the way- 
leave paid by the company, and that if the 
Councils who enjoyed the grants from it, such 
as Kingstown, Blackrock and Dalkey, were 
to meet together and consider the revision or 
abolition of the way-leave, it might help in 
a settlement. 

The Chairman said that they were not 
agreed that the way-leave payment was the 
crux of the question. The biggest item paid 
by the Tramways Company was £46,000 ex- 
penditure on the maintenance of the road 
surface, which was an unfair burden, It was 
common knowledge that the burden of road 
maintenance, way-leave and rates was unfairly 
imposed on the one form of the transport 
industry as compared with the other, There 
were no two opinions upon that. If that 
burden were removed from the Tramways 
Company; he asked on whose shoulders would 
it .be placed—wonld they not transfer that 
iniquitous burden from one shoulder to 
another? é 

NOT WITHIN THEIR PROVINCE. 

Mr. O'Connor said that it was net within 
their province to arbitrate between a limited 
liability company and its employés. The 
company paid these way-leave charges because 
they were. bound in !aw to do. so. 

Mr. W. Field did not agree with Mr. 
(O'Connor, as he considered it was the 
function of the Council to make a suggestion 
that this strike ought to be settled’ They 
were not discussing the merits or demerits of 
the question. 

Mr. McCabe said that the Tramways 
Company paid about £400 a year in way- 
leave to the Council, and if the Council were 
tc maintain the road in their district, as had 
been done by the company, it would mean 
a cost of 2s. 6d. or 3s. in the £ on the rates. 
This was a very serious question for the 
Coumcil. He pointed out that the County 
Council only: got £7,000 from the Road Fund 
last year. whereas they received £20,000 the 
vear previous to it. when there were less 
‘buses on the roads of the county. This had 
all arisen owing to the unlimited facilities 
which had heen granted to the ‘buses. 

COMMITTEE OF INQUIRY ON 
TRANSPORT. 

On the motion of Mr. Beahan, seconded 
by Mr. Murphy, the following resolution was 
passed: ‘‘ That the Council desires to see 
an amicable settlement of the dispute between 
the Tramways Company and its employes, 
and expresses the hope that such a settle- 
ment will be arrived at on an early date, 
and further that the Government should at 
the earliest possible date set up a committee 
of inquiry into the question of transport 
reorganisation.’’

USE OF COMPTOMETER. 

In his report regarding the re-organisation 
of the staff of the Housing Rentals Section, 
Mr. P. J. Hernon, Dublin City Commissioner. 
recommends the periodical hire of a compto- 
meter and operator pending the training of 
the staff. 

The comptometer, he adds, can be utilised 
for the greater part of the work in connection 
with the annual closing of the books and for 
the furnishing of statements of tenant purchase 
accounts, “I am.” he states, “at present 
considering by what means it will be possible 
to obviate entirely the necessity for the 
annual overtime.” 

The number of dwellings on the hooks ‘has 
increased from 2,664 in 1924 to 5,394 in 1929, 
and the annual receints have increased during 
the period from £43,375 to £135,217. 

The report will be considered at a meeting 
of the Commissioners on Saturday.

EXPLOSION, 


COLLIERY MANAGER’S 
EVIDENCE,

Mr. William Lewison, manager of the 
Milfraen Colliery, Blaenavon, yesterday gave 
evidence at the resumed joint inquest and 
Government inquiry at Blaenavon, concern- 
ng. the explosion at the colliery. 

e advanced the theory that the explosion 
was due to sparks resulting from a pick 
striking a rail, or the possibility that the 
machine-cutter became stationary while its 
picks continued to revolve, which would 
cause the picks to strike metal bolts. He 
thought that the gas accumulated in a cavity 
over a fall. He did not think that the gas 
would accumulate if ventilation was normal. 
He regarded the system of searching the men 
as efficient, though he admitted that cigar- 
ettes were found in the workings after the 
explosion. He said that he had no sus- 
picion that smoking was going on. 

A length of underground rail was pro- 
duced, and Mr, Smith, President of the 
Miners’ Federation, said—‘‘ That rail ought 
to be placed in a museum.”’ 

Mr. Lewison protested. “TI don’t appre- 
ciate that remark.’’ 

Mr. Smith—I don’t suppose you do. 

Mr. Lewison—I treat you as a gentleman, 
and expect you to treat me as one, as far as 
you can. 

Mr, Lewison was in the witness box for 
five and a half hours. 

David Lewis Davies, miners’ agent, of 
Pontypridd, who investigated the causes of 
the explosion on behalf of the . Miners’ 
Federation, said that there was a substantial 
possibility that ignition of gas was caused by 
the coal-cutting machine. He ascribed the 
accumulation of gas to the restriction of air 
coming oxer the fall, 

The inquiry was adjourned until to-day.

BLOW TO IRISH LINEN 
TRADE. 


THE NEW AMERICAN TARIFF 
BILL. 


The new American Tariff Bill, details of 
whieh are now available in its amended form, 
will hit the Irish Finen trade. It is proposed 
to increase the duty on linen towels and 
napkins up to 160 threads to the square inch 
to 55 per cent. instead of 40 per cent. as at 
present. The result of the proposed change 
is an increase of 15 per cent. on goods 
mainly exported by Northern firms. 

Cotton manufacturers fare better. The duty 
on sewing thread is increased from 25 to 30 
per cent., and the duty on printed, dyed, 
coloured and woven. cotton cloth is raised 
from 16 to 20 per cent. Cotton gloves, how- 
ever, enjoy a reduction from to 20 per 
cent,

THE POSITION IN NORTHERN 
IRELAND. 


The seventh annual report of the Northern 
Ireland Ministry of Commerce, which has 
just been issued by His eis Aid Stationery 
Office, serves as a fresh reminder of the ex- 
tent to which the idea of registration wth 
limited liability has been adopted in the 
domain of commerce. Since January, 1922, 
there has been a steady increase in the nuin- 
ber of companies operating in Northern I[fe- 
land, and, at the end of the year 1928, to 
which the report relates, the number of 
living companies on the register in Northern 
Ireland had reached 1,498. 

The following table will serve to indicate 
the development which has taken place in the 
matter of the number of companies and their 
paid-up capital over a considerable period of

MACDONALD TAKES FIVE 
WICKETS. 

Following their creditable display against 
the M.C.C. at Lord’s, the Gentlemen of 
Ireland appeared at Chiswick sea on in 
i. ACT NN to the Civil Service Crusaders on 
the private ground of the Civil Service Sports 
Club. On a pitch having little life, and 
described locally as a batsman's paradise, 
Ireland dismissed the Crusaders in four hours 
for a total of 194, a figure which would have 
been considerably less but for an unexpected 
resistance from the later batsmen. In the 
hour and a half at their disposal the visitors 
put on 77, finishing the day 117 behind with 
eight wickets in hand 
MacDONALD’'S FINE BOWLING. 

James MacDonald, provided the feature of 
the day’s play, his clever variation of flight, 
combined with an appreciable spin on a pitch 
lending him little assistance, having most of 
the batsmen in trouble. Severe punishment 
from W. L. Evans, the only Crusader to bat 
with any degree of confidence, rather spoiled 
MacDonald’s figures, but he had the credit- 
able analysis of five wickets at a cost of a 
fraction over 11 runs apiece. Seldom sending 
down a really loose ball, he maintained a fine 
consistency of length, and occasionally broke 
right across the wicket in disconcerting 
fashion. 

Dixon bowled much better than his figures 
of three for 41 suggest, only a series of 
accountable lapses. in the field preventing 
greater results accruing from his exploitation 
ot the off-theory, with five men in the slips. 
Harris deserves special mention; for Kelly 
put him on at a time when the Crusaders 
threatened to establish a mastery over the 
attack, but Harris, coming off the pitch 
awkwardly, sent down eight overs, six of 
which were maidens, at a cost of two runs.

CLEVER FIELDING, 

Despite these handicaps the Ireland attack, 
very well directed by A. P. Kelly, kept to a 
difficult task with such skill and resolution 
that only a splendid effort by the home team’s 
captain and some lusty, if fortunate, 
hitting by the tail enabled the Crusaders 
to approach the 200 mark. Fifty-four 
had been put on before a bowling 
success came, MacDonald meeting a _ well- 
earned reward when Boucher took an easy 
chance at mid-on. With one run added the 
ever-vigilant McVeagh at cover helped 
MacDonald to a further success, but the total 
was carried to 70 before the third wicket 
fell. Then Ingram, coming on in place of 
MacDonald, clean bowled Croucher with the 
first ball he sent down. Applause greeted 
a clever catch wide of Teg behind the wicket 
by Kelly two runs later. 

Then came Harris’s succession of maidens, 
runs coming very slowly as the batsmen 
laboured in difficnity. Two wickets fell 
within a run of each other after the luncheon 
interval, and with MacDonald upsetting 
Ross's middle stump with a ball breaking 
across, seven wickets were down for 122. 
Evans, however, found a willing helper in 
Hatcher. 39 being added for the eighth 
wicket, while, despite many bowling changes, 
the ninth pair partly retrieved the fortunes 
of their side by stubbornly resisting while 
putting on 31. 

Ireland had every reason, in the circum 
stances, for being salisfied in disposing of the 
Crusaders for 194, the local team obviously 
expecting a much bigger total. 

Except for one brief period, during which 
MurDonald suffered through missed catches, 
the fielding maintained a high standard, the 
picking-up and returning being clean and 
accurate. 

Specially notable was the work of McVeagh 
at cover, his one-handed catch high up, which 
sent back Hateher, being brillant. 
CONFIDENT BATTING. 

When Ireland went in to bat with an hour 
and a half to play there were early sensa- 
ticns, and Lloyd tamely returned a hall te 
the bowler at 30, while 6 runs later Heaslip 
fell to a catch in the slips.

WORDING OF THE NEW RULE. 


The English Football Association Council, when 
they meet in London on Monday next, will receive 
the minutes of the annual meeting of the Inter. 
ation | Football Association Board, held in Paris 
on June 8. On the eve of the opening of a new 
season of football, attention should be called te 
the important proposals passed at that meeting 
which mean alteration in the laws of the game. 

By an alteration of Law 12, the fifth sentence 
will now read :— 

“Any player whose boots are found not con- 
forming with this law shall be sent off the field 
of play and not allowed to return without first 
reporting to the referee, who will satisfy himself 
that the boots are satisfactory. A player may 
only return to the field and report fo the referee 
at a time when the ball has ceased to be in 
play. 

The following has been subetituted for the third 
and fourth paragraphs of Law 17:—“ In the event 
of anv intentional infringement of Law 9 by the 
defending side within the penalty area; the referee 
shall award the opponents a penalty-kick which 
shall be taken from the penalty-kick mark under 
the following conditions: All players, with the 
exception of the player taking the penalty kick 
and the opponents’ goalkeeper, shall be within the 
field of play but outside the penalty area and at 
least ten yards from where the kick is being taken. 
The opponents’ goalkeeper must stand on his own 
goal-line until the ball is kicked.”

MARGARINE AND SOAP AGREEMENT. 

A City Correspondent of the Lvenmg 
Standard writes :—I understand that negotia 
tions are now proceeding for a close agree- 
ment. between the Margarine Combine and 
the leading soap manufacturers in Great 
Britain and on the Continent. 

The agreement, which will probably take in 
Margarine Union. Margarine Unie, Lever 
Brothers, and other big soap firms, will be 
far- “reaching in importance. A loose agree- 
ment existed some time ago between the Mar- 
garine Union and Lever Brothers. Under 
this the Margarine Umon, I understand, 
agreed not to enter into soap manufacture 
if Lever Brothers agreed not to compete with 
them in margarine markets. The agreement 
terminated some time ago, and it is now 
proposed to replace it by one much wider in 
scope. The new agreement will be completely 
international in character, while the other 
was national. Under the new scheme there 
will probably be close co-operation in buying 
raw materials. 


SIMMS MOTOR UNITS. 

The ordinary shares of these engineers and 
traders were quoted round Ws. at the end 
of last week, and yesterday they advanced 
to 35s. The profits for the last financial 
year were satisfactory, and the dividend 
was maintained at 15 per cent., although a 
larger amount of capital was ranking. Profits, 
indeed, have shown uninterrupted expansiou 
since 1925. In February of this year 
100,000 of £1 6 per cent. Cumulative lre- 
ference shares were created to finance tk- 
tensions. The company owns the entire 
share capital of the Standard Insulator Com 
pany, and, according to the statements of the 
chairman at the annual meeting in May last, 
this acquisition had proved an excellent finan- 
cial investment. At the current price of 
35s. the yield comes out at 87 p.c. While 
this high yield appears to give scope tor 
capital ‘appreciation on prospects, the specu 
lative nature of the shares should be ie- 
cognised. 


IRON, COAL AND STEEL SHARES. 

The improved outlook for trade which js 
now being reflected in the heavy industries 
has led to more interest being taken in the 
market for Iron, Coal and Steel shares. A 
good many investors probably acquired them 
at a much higher level than lately current. 
a circumstance that would account for the 
difficulty of securing any considerable quan 
tity. The rise in the price of several re- 
presentative securities from the lowest of the 
year has been quite substantial, and although 
most of the business now being done on thie 
Stock Exchange is chiefly ef a professional 
character, the increasing number of inquires 
received appears to be sufficient to put quota 
tions higher. Attention has been concen- 
trated upon the Ordinary shares of Wm. 
Cory, coal factors and contractors, and a 
further advance yesterday brought the quuta- 
tion up to 68s. 6d., with business at a higher 
figure. This compares with the year's lowest 
price of 57s, 6d., thus showing an tmprove- 
ment of 11s. It is necessary to go back 
to 1920 to find a higher price than that now 
ruling, the shares then touching 78s. 9d. It 
is rumoured that Wm. Corys may amalgamate 
with another similar concern, Powell Duffryu 
being. mentioned.

HORSE SHOW. 


OUTS LANDING. DISPLAY 
OF KERRY CATTLE. 
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From OUR AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT. 
LIMERICK, Wednesday. 

The attendance for the opening day of the 
Limerick Agricultural Show at Green Park 
Racecourse, Ballinacurra, Limerick, to-day 
exceeded the most sanguine expectations of 
its promoters. At 3 -m.' over five thousand 
people had paid for admission, and before the 
attractive jumping programme was far ad- 
vanced the altendance had exceeded ten 
thousand. 
It was an encouraging send-off for a fixture 
which had been allowed to lapse for fifteen 
years, the gate ae ge s being the largest ever 
obtained at Limerick Horse Show. The last 
show was held in Limerick in June, 1914, 
when it had been running for a period of 
over*thirty years... Deeming it desirable that 
the fixture should be revived, a representa- 
tive committee was formed, with the Ear! 
of Dunraven as President; Mr. John 
McCormack, Chairman, Limerick County 
Council, as Chairman, and Councillor M. 
Keyes, Mayor of Limerick, as Vice-Chairman. 
Mr. C. Croker undertook the dutigs of hon. 
treasurer, and Mr. William Ebrill the arduous 
work of hon. secretary. An energetic band 
of stewards saw to the general arrangements, 
which were carried out in a most business- 
like manner. A visitor who had experience 
of former shows in Limerick told me that he 
was greatly impressed with the possibilities 
of the fixture which opened to-day. The pro- 
vision of sheltered accommodation for trade 
exhibits was, he said, a move in the right 
direction, and would undoubtedly lead to an 
extension in that department. 

MILKING MACHINES. 

In this connection mention may be made 
of the keen interest taken jn milking machines, 
of which there are three on exhibition. Ina 
county which is noted for its dairy stock 
this might naturally be expected. 

The cattle classes, which came before the 
judges to-day, accounted for sixty entries, 
all except nine of which were bulls. Those 
of the shorthorn type were not much over the 
average in merit, but for a dairying county 
ths few Aberdeen Angus shown were sur- 
prisingly good, while the Kerries were out- 
standing. 

In the equine section the judges had to 
deal with 118 entries, and in the hunte 
classes especially a high level of merit was 
attained. There was a fine turn-out of half- 
bred brood mares, the winners being espe- 
cially meritorious. Poultry numbered 2.56, 
but it was tate in ths day before the judging 
was completed. The public will not, therefore, 
be able to see all the winners until | to- 
morrow. 

The farm and garden produce sections 
filled well, the tent in which they were staged 
providing one of the finest displays of its 
kind | have seen at a county show. Pota 
toes and apples were especially good, while 
there also was a wonderful show vf dahlias 
gladiolas, flowery shrubs, and roses. 


CREAMERY BUTTER, 

Cookery and home industry exhibit- 
numbered 120, and showed considerable 
merit, while the display of creamery butter. 
with 407 exhibits, brought home te all and 
sundry the importance of the buttermaking 
industry. Even the Dublin show could not 
do better than this—a fact which illustrates 
the value of co-operative effort on the part of 
those interested in any particular section. <A 
light shower fell ‘about 5 p.m., but up to 
then the weather was fine, though cloudy 
Press representatives received valuable as 
sistance from Mr. G. W. Peacocke and Mr 
E. B. Duggan. Messrs. Alex. Dickson and 
Co., Ltd., Dublin, Messrs. Watsons’ Nuc 
series; Killiney, and Griffins’ Nurseries, 
Limerick, were awarded gold medals for thei 
displays, while J. J. Hennerty, Cork, re- 
ceived three certificates of merit and three 
gold medals for pansies and violas of his own 
raising. 

Copsewood College, Pallaskenry, was re- 
markably suecessful in the fruit section, and 
won outright a handsome cup for. the. collec- 
tion of twelve dishes of apples for eating, 
and eight eooking varieties.
